fertilizers, and the breaking of new 
land wherever possible, all to in- 
crease food production, The F.A.O. 
fears that the growing scarcity of 
foodstaffs is causing people in such 
countries as India, China and Ja- 
pan/ to become more and more ir- 
ritated and discontented with their 
rélatively low amount of food. 
Some’ authorities note with con- 
cern the reduction of wheat acre- 
age in Canada, Australia and the 
Argentine.
